TO THE MINORITY/WOMEN BUSINESS ENTERPRISE 
PROGRAM; PROVIDING FOR AN EXTENSION OF THE 
SUNSET DATE TO MARCH 31, 2003; PROVIDING FOR 
REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR 
SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE 
CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; AND PROVIDING 
FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County, Florida

enacted Ordinance 93-28 which has been amended by Ordinance Nos. 95-5, 98-26, 98-50, ! 


and 2000-008, establishing the minority/women business enterprise program, and such 
Ordinances are codified in Sections 2-71 through Sections 2-80.13 of the Palm Beach 
County Code; and 

WHEREAS, Section 2-80.13 of the Palm Beach County Code provides for the 
sunset of the minority and women business enterprise program effective September 30, 
2002; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County, Florida 
gave direction to implement a small business program which will be race and gender- 
neutral; and 


WHEREAS, the Office of Small Business Assistance has developed a work plan 


whereby the small business program can begin by October 1, 2002 and be fully operational | 


by March 31, 2003; and 
WHEREAS, it is necessary to extend the minority and women business enterprise 
program until all components of the small business program are ready for implementation. 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 


COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 


SECTION 1 - EXTENSION OF SUNSET DATE: Section 2-80.13 of the Palm Beach | 


County Code is amended to read as follows: 


This part shall sunset on September 30-2092 March 31, 2003. Atteaststx 
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SECTION 2 - REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT: All local laws and ordinances 
applying to the unincorporated area of Palm Beach County, Florida in conflict with any 
provisions of this ordinance are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 3 - SEVERABILITY: if any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, 
phrase, or word of this ordinance is for any reason held by a court to be unconstitutional, : 
inoperative, or void, such holding shall not affect the remainder of this ordinance. 

SECTION 4 - INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES: 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a part of the Code of | 


Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. The sections of this ordinance may 


be renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be 
changed to "section", "article", or other appropriate word. 

SECTION 5 - EFFECTIVE DATE: 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon filing with the 
Department of State.
